Powdered  Lobelia i   ounce 

Powdered  Stramonium  Leaves i   ounce 

Powdered  Nitric  Potash I   ounce 

Powdered  Black  Tea i   ounce 

Mix  and  sift. 

Put  a  small  quantity  on  a  tin  plate  and  set  fire  and  inhale 
the  fumes. 


To  inhale  the  fumes  from  this  mixture  burning  on  a  tin  plate 
or  iron  vessel  will  give  temporary  relief,  but  it  cannot  be  ex- 
pected that  it  will  promote  a  permanent  cure.

Syrup  Simple  q.  s.  to  make  eight  ounces.

Verdigris 1    dram 

Melt  the  rosin,  tallow  and  wax  together,  then  add  the  ver- 
digris, stir  until  cool.  Apply  to  sores  on  soft  cloth  night  and 
morning. 


It  is  always  well  to  wash  the  sores  with  castile  soap  before 
applying  the  ointment.

BURNS  AND  SCALDS. 

Raw  Linseed  Oil 3  ounces 

Lime  Water 3  ounces 

Carbolic  Acid 15  drops 

Shake  well  and  apply  freely. 


This  prescription  is  the  best  known  for  burns  and  is  used 
in  all  hospitals,  and  is  prescribed  every  day  by  the  best  phy- 
sicians in  the  United  States.

Quinine    2  drams 

Tincture  Iron 6  drams 

Simple  Syrup 2  ounces 

Fowler's  Solution  Arsenic 128  drops 

Glycerine,  q.  s.  to  make 8  ounces 

Mix. 

Teaspoonful  in  water  three  times  a  day. 


If  given  according  to   directions   this   tonic   will   cure   the 
most  obstinate  case  of  chills  or  fever  and  ague.

FOR  CATARRH. 

Menthol 10  grains 

Camphor  Gum 10  grains 

Chloroform    10  drops 

Fluid  Alboline 8  ounces 

Mix. 

Use  as  spray  morning  and  night.

You  can  have  this  filled  for  $1.00,  and  the 
alboline  atomizer  which  is  used  in  administering  the  medicine 
can  be  bought  cheap.

Oil  Rose  q.  s. 

Mix. 

Use  at  night  by  putting  a  small  quantity  on  the  finger  and 
inserting  in  nostril,  also  grease  the  bridge  of  nose  and  between 
the  eyes. 


This  ointment  will  cure  any  ordinary  catarrhal  trouble  of 
the  nasal  cavities  unless  too  far  advanced.  In  old  or  chronic 
cases  of  long  standing  we  would  suggest  the  use  of  No.  7.

Half  to  one  teaspoonful  every  two  to  three  hours  until  re- 
lieved.     Children  in  proportion.

Dovers  Powders 20  grains 

Capsicum p 15  grains 

Camphor 10  grains 

Quinine 25  grains 

Mix. 

Divide  in  five  powders  and  take  one  every  six  hours. 


You  should  keep  the 
bowels  open  with  small  doses  of  salts  or  oil.

Teaspoonful   three   times    a  day,  just  after  eating.      If  too 
active  reduce  to  half  teaspoonful.

Apply  to  corn  at  night  and  wrap  with  soft  cloth;  apply  for 
two  nights,  then  bathe  feet  in  warm  water  when  the  corn  can 
be  lifted  out  without  pain.

Every  family  should  keep  such  simple  drugs  as  salts  and 
laudanum  on  hand,  and  the  most  severe  cases  of  bloody  flux 
can  be  checked  in  from  eight  to  twelve  hours  by  the  use  of 
laudanum  and  salts  as  directed  in  No.   17.

Mix. 

From    teaspoonful   to    desertspoonful   three   times  a   day, 
after  meals. 


For  acute  cases  of  indigestion  where  the  stomach  and 
bowels  are  full  and  distended,  or  sour  stomach  and  spitting 
up  of  food,  this  will  relieve  at  once;  and  with  continued  use 
relieve  entirely.

This  is  another  prescription  you  should  have  made  up  and 
keep  on  hand,  as  children  are  very  subject  to  ear  ache, 
especially  in  winter,  and  No.  20  will  certainly  give  relief  in 
a  very  short  time.

Sulphate  Zinc 2  grains 

Acetate  Lead    2  grains 

Glycerine i  dram 

Aqua  Pura  q.  s.  to  make I  ounce 

Mix. 

Drop  in  the  eye  three  or  four  times  a  day. 


For  inflamed  and  granulated  sore  eyes  there  is   no  better 
remedy.

Apply  to  face  night  and  morning.

Divide  in  capsules  No.   10.      One  capsule  every  two  hours. 


You  should  keep  the  bowles 
open  with  C.  C.  pills  improved,  to  remove  the  cause.

Listeiine  . 2  ounces 

Glycerine h,  ounce 

Aqua  Pura  q.  s.  for 4  ounces 

Mix. 

Gargle  the  throat  well  every  two  or  three  hours. 


This  is  a  splendid  gargle  and  will  cure  any  ordinary  case, 
but  dp  not  mistake  sore  throat  for  diphtheria,

rich,  new  blood.  People  who  feel  tired  and  do  not  rest  well 
at  night  cannot  use  a  better  remedy.

Shake  the 
bottle.

As  a  cathartic  use  three  pills  at  bed  time.     As  a  laxative 
and  tonic,  one  pill  before  each  meal.

Half  to  a  teasponful  in  a  little  water.      In  griping  pains  of

In  some  cases  the  throat  will 
become  swollen  and  in  others  no  swelling  is  manifest. 

Give  purgative  powder  No.  67  once  a  day,  also  use  liniment 
No.  66,  rubbing  well  under  the  throat,  allowing  the  animal 
to  inhale  the  liniment;  also  rub  a  small  quantity  on  each  side 
of  the  nasal  organ  from  there  down.  In  severe  cases  give  a 
tar  ball  about  the  size  of  the  yelk  of  an  egg  every  three  days. 
Give  soft  food,  such  as  boiled  oats,  barley  or  bran-mash  as 
possible.  Keep  your  horse  comfortable  and  give  a  little 
exercise  every  day.  This  is  both  an  epidemic  and  contagious 
disease.  We  find  that  as  far  back  as  18 12  horses  and  cattle 
were  afflicted  with  the  same  disease  in  Europe.  We  had  an 
epidemic  in  this  country  in  1872,  and  again  in  1875.  We 
would  advise  on  first  appearance  to  remove  horse  to  some 
secluded  place,  and  keep  him  away  from  the  balance  of  your 
stock.

Common  Chalk,  power 6  ounces
